BUSINESS SMALLER.

Business in the London Stock markets was 
on a rather smallér scale yesterday, the 
attention of members being occupied with the 
carry-over. A generally steady tone was 
evident, however, but here and there a dis- 
tinctly firmer tendency became manifest. 
Gilt-edged securities were quiet, and final 
prices showed practically no alteration. “The 
principal feature in Foreign Government 
Stocks was the firmer tone exhibited in 
French Stocks. The 5 per cent. Loan marked 
a further improvement, while the Fours, al- 
though without material alteration, were in- 
clined to firm up. A further recovery was 
marked in Home Rails: Among Foreign 
Rails. Argentines were again on the up-grade. 
Grand Trunk Pacific 4 per cent. Debs, were 
a good spot. a substantial improvement being 
scored. A firmer tendency was evident in the 
Rubber Share market, despite : set-back in |. 
the price for the commodity, <A long list of 
alterations was marked in the share market, 
and, with a few small exceptions, they weré 
all in favour of holders. In Industrial 
sections, Textiles were uncertain. Courtaulds 
went back at the commencement, buat rallied 
later. Dunlops were a good feature. and after 
a good business they closed substantially 
higher.

A NEW POPULAR BANK. 

In order to combat the increasing credit 
restrictions which are crippling business: in 
Ireland. arrangements are in progress fór the 
formation of an Irish Peoples Bank. A 
private conference of influential businéss meu 
was held in Dublin on Fridav evening last, 
the 2ist inst., when letters of sunnort were 
read from all parts of Ireland. The initial 
amount required for preliminary expenses was 
obtained at the meeting, and a prospectus 
will be issved shortly.

)eputies he proposed. develo ts. will 
require the sinn of 407,958,528 dollars 
(paper), a sum which, in the opinion of the 
Minister of Finance, could not be provided 
out of the ordinary ‘Budget revenue. Á pro- 
posal has been made to the Treasury by the 
Public Works Department for the flotation. of 
a loan of £10,000,000, in respect of which the 
interest and redemption would be met “from 
the proceeds of the sale of Government land 
suitable fór colonisation, and situated near the 
proposed new. lines. It is anticipated, states 
the weekly publication of the Anglo-South 
American Bank, that, as soon as the necessary 
financing arrangements have béen made, new 
railways will be constructed on the basis of 
an expenditure of about 25,000,000 dollars ”

FOREIGN BONDS AS AN INVESTMENT. 

Tbe attractions of foreign bonds as a 
medium of Investment are not widely known 
to the Irish public, yet they have great 
advantages.

of from £20 upwards, or 100 dollars, . So “far 
as security is concerned the ‘number of de- 
faulters, in the history of the foreign market, 
who have borrowed in London or New York 
and have failed to meet their obligations is 
practically negligible. More money can be 
lost in one month’s casual speculation than in 
years of carefally’ chosen investment: in fact, 
carried out with an eve to eventual capital 
appreciation, considerable gains may be made 
hv adopting the latter course. . Messrs. 
Guinness. Mahon and Co., of 17 College 
Green, Dublin, and 20 Bishopsgate, London, 
F..C., have in their organisation a statistical 
department, whose business it is to analyse 
and select judicious investments. and will be 
glad to answer any inquiries which may be 
addressed to them.

The Medical Crisis. 


A letter which we print to-day from 
Captain Henry Harrison suggests a sort 
of truce in the controversy between the 
Free State Government and the medical 
profession. He proposes that the Govern- 
ment shall agree to retain the British 
Register for another year after the end of 
next February, and that in this interval 
efforts shall be made to arrange a settle- 
ment which will be satisfactory to both 
parties. We anticipated this suggestion 
last Saturday, and pointed out that a 
mere postponement of the tria] of strength 
could settle nothing. If the Government 
remains pledged to its decision to abolish 
the doctors’ Magna Charta, the gift of 
twelve months would serve merely to enable 
the exodus of students from Dublin and Cork 
to be a more or less orderly procession 
rather than a panic-stricken rout. The 
proposed interval would he effective in 
stopping the exodus only if the Govern- 
ment should consent now to abandon its 
arbitrary attitude, and should accept now, 
in principle, some plan that, while doing 
homage to its ‘‘constitutional dignity,”’ 
would safeguard the benefits of the British 
Medical Register and thus would guarantee 
the future prosperity of the Irish schools. 
Can such a plan be found? At any rate, 
will not the Government exhaust every 
means of finding such a plan before it 
commits itself finally to a disastrous con- 
flict—certainly disastrous for the medical 
schools and universities and possibly 
disastrous for itself? Are Ministers so 
well pleased with the tactics which have 
labelled hundreds of the best and most 
enlightened Irishmen—Protestant and 
Roman Catholic—as ‘‘an old ascendancy 
gang’’ that they have no anxiety to mend 
their hand? In a letter to-day Sir Robert 
Woods suggests a distinction between juris- 
diction in ethical matters and in educa- 
tion. Naturally, he regards the control of 
the General Medical Council over the 
standards of medical education @& a 
vital necessity, He thinks, however, that 
the professional conduct of doctors 
practising in the Free State might be 
supervised by a national authority; and 
that, if the Government wished to get 
such control into Irish hands, the General 
Medical Council would have no desire to 
retain it. If an early basis of negotia- 
tion could be found in this suggestion, or 
im any other suggestion -which would 
preserve the essential privileges of, the 
British Register, the worst alarms of 
the profession would be allayed. We 
print a third letter in which Professor 
Gatenby says that the authorities of 
Trinity College will take “what steps 
may be necessary to preserve for her 
graduates world-wide recognition of the 
Trinity College medical degree.” This 
statement may give unintentional support 
to a very general belief that Dublin 
University possesses some special means 
of escape—by virtue of her long associa- 
tion with Oxford and Cambridge—from 
the consequences of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s decision to abolish the British 
Medical Register. So far as we know, the 
University enjoys no such privilege: her 
medical schoo] is in common peril with all 
the kindred institutions in Dublin and 
Cork. Furthermore, even if such a way 
of escape existed, the tradition and spirit 
of Trinity College forbid us to suppose 
that she would shirk the conflict in which 
her countrys dearest interests are at 
stake. . 


Progress in Germany. 
Domestic affairs and economic stress 
have occupied so much the attention of the 


British and French people during recent 


months that Germany s progress along the 
road of financial and industrial recovery 
has been almost forgotten. The history of 
the last six months in the Fatherland has 
been very interesting. The acceptance of 
the Dawes report by the Hindenburg 
regimen started a new chapter in German 
affairs. By an almost marvellous meta- 
morphosis the curreney, which had been 
the laughing stock of Europe, was trans- 
formed into one of the most stable 
currencies in Christendom, The restora- 
tion of the gold mark, with its former 
parity of about twenty to the pound 
sterling, changed the whole complexion of 


German industry and commerce. It give 


the people back the faith in themselves 
that they had lost awhile. It thwarted the 


| nefarious plan of the Schieber and 
financial speculator who had been battening 
on the misery of a nation. The days of 
astronomical finance are gone for ever. 
The Germans have sown their wild oats in 
this respect and have learned a lesson. 
With the promise of a “record’’ harvest 
this year new hope has arisen among a 
people that almost had abandoned itself to 
despair. For the first time since 1913 
national receipts are beginning to exceed 
expenditure. Despite the Dawes instal- 
ments, Germany is contriving to live 
within her meank, and is setting an 
example in this regard to some of her 
conquerors. - 

Naturally enough, this general improve- 
ment has not been made without serious 
difficulties, and Germany at the moment 
is on the threshold of a number of indus- 
trial strikes. The Luther Government has 
promised the people that the cost of living 
will be reduced belore October Ist. To 
that end it has applied itself to the task 
of an all-round lowering of wages, and it 
is meeting well-organised opposition from 
the trade unions. The workers refuse to 
believe Herr Luther's assurance that, if 
they consent to a fall in money wages, 
theit real wages will increase in conse- 
quence of the drop in prices. They are 
profoundly indifferent to the officia] “ cost 
of living’ figures, which in Germany, as 
elsewhere, indicate falling prices that 
escape the vigilance of the most frugally- 
minded houséwives;- indeed, they are 
agitating for a higher wage. The railway- 
men are leading the movement, and they 
are supported by the building operatives, 
the textile workers of Saxony and 
Thuringia and the coal miners. The 
mi have been heartened greatly by 
the subsidy which has been given to their 
British comrades by Mr. Baldwin's 
Government. They are demanding a 
similar. subvention from Berlin, but 
Herr Luther declares that State help in 
the circumstances is out of the question. 
Arbitration has been suggested in the 
case of the railwaymen and the builders ; 
but the difference between the men’s and 
the employers’ demands is so great that 
there is little hope of a settlement. In 
all probability, therefore, there will be 
a series of industrial stoppages within 
the next few months; but 
Government will have its way and wages 
will be reduced. 

Germany bas accepted the inevitable 
consequences of the war, and the standard 
of living has been reduced considerably. 
Many Germans are working for pay which 
in actual purchasing power is worth less 
than half the ‘wages of a Dublin scavenger. 
In a few weeks’ time they will be forced to 
accept even lowér terms. As costs of pro- 
duction fall, Germany's export trade will 
flourish, and, with the magnificent plant 
which was installed throughout the country 
during the period of inflation, it will be 
able to compete on extremely favourable 
terms with the industry of every other 
country in the world. The lesson for 
Britain needs little emphasis. Without 
lower standards of living no country that 
fought in the war can hope to hold its 
own in the struggle for industrial supre- 
macy. The British working classes have re- 
fused consistently to. abandon the position 
which they won during the lavish years 
of the war, when money was being spent 
like water. Now they are faced with in- 
tense competition. In almost every branch 
of trade Germany can undersell the 
British manufacturers. She can deliver 
goods at a price which in many cases 
is lower than the British cost of produc- 
tion, and, unless there is a change of 
heart among the British trade unions, she 
will have achieved the industrial hegemony 
of Europe within the next ten years. 
Refusal to recognise this fact will be fatal. 
Germany already has set the pace, and she 
must be followed. Her rulers have de- 
termined to make ‘the most of their 
opportunities. They have the raw materials, 
the plant and the human skill at their 
disposal; and, above all else, they have 
the will to succeed. 


The New Bagdad. 


There is one capital city in the world in 
which the old-fashioned horse-cab still 
plies for hire—Bagdad. Soon that city of 
the desert, the ‘‘ Abode of Peace,’’ will be 
equipped with modern tramcars, and its 
bazaars will be lit with electric lamps. 
Before the war a merchant of Bagdad 
obtained a concession for the provision of 
electricity to the city and travelled further 
than ever Sindbad the Sailor voyaged in 
search, first of German, and then of 
British, engineering aid. The war came, 
and Bagdad after the Armistice was 
partially equipped with electric cars by 
the British forces of occupation. Now the 
British firm with which negotiations were 
begun ten years ago has entered into the 
proposed contract, and shortly a complete 
tramway system will be laid by British 
engineers in the capital city of Iraq. 
Fortune deals whimsically with great 
cities. Bagdad fell from barbaric pride to 
such decay that men hardly knew that 
it continued to exist anywhere save in the 
pages of the ‘‘ Arabian Nights.’ In our 
days its proximity to the oil-bearing 
territories which have come to be coveted 
by the great nations has rendered it 
suddenly important once more, and it is 
being remoulded as an up-to-date modern 
commercial centre. The Caliph Haroun, if 
he could go wandering by night once more 
with Ishak and Jafar and Masrur through 
the city’s streets, would be mightily 
bewildered by the tall warehouses, the 
electric standards and the steedless cars 


| propelled by groaning and panting djinn. 


Yet if he questioned the Arabians of to 
day, asking the stories of their experiences, 
the tales he would hear might be as full of 
romance and of burning human interest 
as of old. No doubt, many an Arabian 
lad, learning the arts of the electric 
civilisation, could tell his questioner a tale 
“which, if it were written down, would 
serve as a cause for admonition to him 
who would be instructed.”’

Hamlet Resartus. 


In a London theatre ' Hamlet ” is to be 
| played in modern dress. Yesterday Major 
Bryan Cooper—pointing out, incidentally, 
the producers’ error in clothing the prince 
in sporting attire on his appearance after 
leaving the ship—described the enterprise 
as a “ stunt ” which must needs fail to 
revive Shakespearian drama. Many will 
be curious to discover whether the new 
“* Tlamlet ” will be treated by the public 
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as a jeu d'esprit, or enjoyed as readings 
of Shakespeare are enjoyed when given by 
literary societies. The grave of the 
obscure Hamlet of history is visited year 
after year by tourists, and a monument in 
Shakespeare's honour is shortly to be 
erected at the spot. It is not the Danish 
prince, but the hero of the greatest English 
tragedy, that draws travellers to that 
tomb; the Hamlet of literature stands out 
of space and out of time. There is no 
vital reason why Danish “' local colour '' 
should be sought in the presentation of 
such a work of creative art. The tragedy 
might be enacted in any land and in any 
age consonant with dignity. Our twentieth 
century dress, however, seems inappropriate 
to a play in which the characters utter 
stately sentiments in stately verse. 
Painters of earlier centuries depicted the 
events of the Gospel in a settimg drawn 
from their. own environment; but we of 
to-day would feel it a mocking» and 
irreverent art which should represent the 
entry into Jerusalem with . the jubilant 
multitude attired in plus fours ' and 
lounge suits. The tragic reception ot 
Agamemnon by the guilty queen after the 
Trojan war had its parallel in many a 
domestic drama of modern times; yet the 
austere art of Sophocles would seem to be 
reduced to the squalor of the. police court 
if Clytemnestra should be set upon the 
stage: in the fashionable dress. of. to-day. 
Our age has Jost the accent of grandeur. 


CHINA: A BRIEF 
INTERPRETATION. 


(By rae Rev. C. D. Lrrvie, oF CENTRAL 
CHINA.) 

What interest has Ireland in China! Who 
is not concerned to .see China's extremists 
incited by Russian Communists running amok ° 
An international imbroglio has afisén—a very 
real Chinese puzzle—which. for twelve weeks 
has defied solu@ion.. The Diplomatic Corps in 
Peking, the Foreign Offices of Europe and 
all who know China -best fear lest, as Mr. 
Lloyd George has said, ' a new peril i arising 
in the East which may alter the history of the 
world.” 

THE HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE. 

To ‘understand aright thé extremely complex 
and baffling situation of to-day it is necessary 
to study China’s recent history, especially 
since her rude awakening through. defeat by 
Japan in 1895. A true historical perspective 
shows the present springing from its roots in 
the past.. Some of the most pregnant political 
events are these: the precipitate Reform Move- 
ment of 1898, supported by the Emperor ; its 
ruthless suppression by . the ..reactionary 
Dowager Empress, who, without trial, be- 
headed the chief reformers, virtually deposed 
the Emperor and resumed the Regency. . 

Driven underground, reform movements 
working through secret societies came to the 
surface in an anti-Manchu rising, which was 
adroitly engineered by the Manchu Govern- 
ment into the Boxer anti-Christian and anti- 
foreign movement of 1900. This Boxer out- 
break, after great loss of life and property, 
was suppressed by the Allies, who captured 
Peking, humiliated the Court and exacted 
heavy indemnities. 

THE REVOLUTION. 

Unexpectedly as an earthquake—preceded 
by but few rumblings—came the revolution of 
1911. Then followed immediate establishment 
of an advanced Republic among an illiterate 
people—mainly peasants, unable either to 
understand political freedom or to exercise 
democratic control. China's political history 
since the revolution, and especially since the 
death of the strong Yuan Shih Kai, is a 
record of indescribable confusion, chaos and 
anarchy. Shameless corruption, implacable 
dissension, utter ineptitude and financial ex- 
haustion have characterised the Central 
Government. Creeping paralysis has led to 
virtual collapse of all authority and power. 

Thus has arisen the growth of the political 
and despotic military power of the Tuchuns, 
or Military Governors; then the rise of the 
Inspector-Generals, or Super-Tuchuns, would- 
be dictators; incessant political intrigue, 
treachery and civil war. At one time four 
separate and distinct civil wars have been 
raging simultaneously in different areas of 
China s immense territory. 

Warfare for what’? For the control of the 
great cities and their taxation; the railways 
and their revenues; the vast profits of the 
nefarious trade in native-grown opium; the 
control of the puppet Government in Peking, 
with all the spoils of office, especially power 
and grait. 5 

THE SOUTHERN REPUBLIC. 

In 1917 the impracticable idealist and arch- 
revolutionary, Sun Yat Sen, revolted with his 
followers from Peking and established an op- 
— Republic in Canton. This Southern 

epublic came gradually under the hypnotic 
spell of Lenin. The spell of Communism since 
the death of Sun Yat Sen last year has not 
dissolved, but only deepened. 

Totally dissevered from Peking, under full 
Soviet régime, with its Navy officered by 
Russians, the Canton Republic has now em- 
barked in a bitter politico-economic death 
struggle with the great British trading outpost 
of Hong Kong. The Times has truly said: 
“There (Hong Kong) the struggle is nothin 
less than this; which shall survive, British 
government or Bolshevism!’ All recent acts 
of the Canton Government are deliberately 
provocative and, in the British Consul's 
words, are “ tantamount to a declaration of 


THE OUTLOOK. 

Young China—which 1s dominating China 
to-day—is divided into two sections—one 
liberal, the other radical and revolutionary. 
The extremists are now in the ascendant, 
especially in Canton. Their slogan is not to 
revise, but to abrogate all Treaties, and, 
inter alia, to. abolish all Christian schools 
and to confiscate Christian churches, as has 
been done in Russia. The end is not yet. 
Is this the beginning of another chapter in 
the history of mankind?

Reparations. 


German reparation payments will firure 
largely in the discussions, between Mr 
Churchill and M .Caillaux,.and whatever 
offer is made for: the discharge of the 
French debt will be in some measure de- 
pendent upon German payments. In one 
respect, at least, it is believed that French 
opinion has undergone a change. This 
concerns the plan whereby the Allied debts 
to Great Britain should be treated as a 
whole, including the Russian debt of 

,546,000, and thatevery debtor countr\ 
should pay in proportion to the amount 
of its own share of the total. Britain 
always has declined to consider the 
amount owed by Russia as part of the 
general debts of the Allies, and it is 
believed that France will modify pre- 
viously expressed views on this point. 


The Shipping Trouble. 


According to latest information from 
the different ports, attempts to bring about 
a general strike of sailors and firemen are 
proving abortive. - All the docks are still 
heavily picketed, and every effort is being 
made to prevent crews from signing on. |n 
some places the strikers have fallen foul of 
the police owing to the methods which 
they have emploved against those not of 
their own way of thinking; but, on the 
whole, there has been no great violence 
Many vessels were held up last Saturday 
and prevented from sailing to schedaled 
time, but the fact thet they have now been 
able to get away indicates that the strike 
is weakening. Boats put to sea from a 
ports to-day, and, if any men-show signs “í 
disaffection at the last moment, there is no 
difficulty in replacing them.

NO BRITISH VICTIMS, 
PARIS, Monday. 

Three persons were killed and twenty in- 
jured in the collision of two trains near Lens 
on Sunday evening. The names of the dead 
have not been ascertained. but they, and all 
the injured persons, are French. 
shock was very violent. The locomotive 
of the moving train telescoped the guard’s 
van and the rear carriages of the stationary 


one. 

All the casualties took place in the last 
coach—a second class one—of the first train— 
Paris-Tarasconcette—into which a train, which 
left Paris a few minutes later than the first 
one, crashed, while travelling at a speed of 57 
miles an hour. It was about ten o'clock at 
night. The weather being rainy and foggy, 
the first train had stopped owing to trouble 
with the brakes. It seems that the crash was 
due to the signalman’s error in not closing 
the line to the express, the driver of which 
saw the first train threugh the fog, but too 
late to avoid a collision, though, he says 
that he put on his brakes. Big cranes from 
Paris and Dijon are clearing the track, which 
will soon be normal. Meanwhile the traffic 
has been diverted, involving several hours’ 
dela y.—(Reuter.) i :

French Trade Returns. 


It is being pointed out in London that 
although the recent returns for French 
trade and revenue show that France is 
in a prosperous condition, she has not 
paid a penny of the £6235,200,000 she owes 
to Great Britain, nor of the £798,000,000 
she owes to the United States. 

Great Britain, on the other hand, is 
paying £36,000,000 a.year in sinking fund 
and interest on the money she borrowed 
from the United States, principally in the 
interests of her Allies. 

The French-revenue returns for the seven 
months of the year were 16,142,000,000 
francs, of which 15,493,000,000 came from 
normal and permanent sources—an in- 
crease of+1,312,000,000 over the first seven 
months of 1924. 

The French imports and. exports for

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Not for many years have Irish farmers 


harvesting than now. A prolonged spell 
of brilliant sunshine, following heavy 
rains and a cold backward springtime, had 
the effect of bringing crops on rapidly. 
The result will be a complete alteration 
in the outlook formed at the beginning of 
the season. 

Then it seemed, judging from the flooded 
state of the land over.a big area, that 
arrears of field work would be almost im- 
possible to overtake, and that, even with a 
reasonably good season, satisfactory crops 
were out of the question. After two weeks 
of almost contimuous sunshine, however, 
the hopes of our farmers began to revive, 
arid they set to work in an effort to make 
up for lost time. Their efforts, it can be 
said, were entirely successful. 


CEREALS. 
One result of these exertions will be seen 
in-a first-class crop of cereals. The principal 


céllent condition. No. doubt tha straw is un- 
usually short, owing to the check in develop- 
ment, caused by the low temperature and 
saturated condition of the ground in the 
early part of the season. With the advent of 
more genial conditions growth began, but 
lack of rain in the growing period after the 
welcome sunshine has resulted in straw re- 
maining short. The heads formed, and 
filled remarkably early, and the yield of 
— now being obtained is good. It will 
ve one of the hes! crops of oats whith we 
have had in Ireland,

POTATOES. 

As regards potatoes, they are better than 
those of a vear ago, not perhaps in quantity, 
but-in quality. Learning from experience, a 
majority of growers sprayed their crops, in 
order to prevent blight. As a result 
the proportion of tubers attacked by this 
disease is small, and when digging of the 
main crop begins, the crop should be a bumper 
one of dry, floury potatoes. 

Ideal hay-making weather was experienced, 
and the crop has been saved in perfect. condi- 
tion. Rarely, indeed, has it been better, 
though it may fall short of requirements later 
on. 

Cattle are doing well, although they are not 
putting on condition so easily as if they had 
started the season well. This is, perhaps, 
most noticeable on the rich grazing wine of 
Co. Meath. When these become dry enough 
for live stock, under the influence of the sun, 
grass came away well, Later, however, the 
ground began to cake, growth was retarded, 
and cattle are now coming out unsatisfactorily 
as compared with those on the somewhat 
lighter limestone lands of Westmeath and 
elsewhere. Prices for cattle, too, are tend- 
ing downwards, chiefly owing to the general 
depression in trade across the water, and the 
consequent reduction in the purchasing power 
of consumers. 

Sheep are likely to prove the truth of the 
old saying about “ the golden hoof '” by their 
general outcome, and the satisfactory prices 
which they are bringing. 


In the peat bog areas full advantage has 
eon taken of the season for saving sufficient 
turf for two years. 

Pigs are not regarded as a ‘“‘ paying pro- 
position,” although in the past they helped 
many a farmer to pay the rent and put a little 
bit by.

Lieutenant-Colonel J. D. Day. Bray, has 
been in communication with the Secretary for 
the Colonies (Mr, Amery) regarding the ques- 
tion of the grant of land to ex-Service men in 
Ireland.

GREAT BRITALN’S 
POLICY.

In a leading article upon the meeting of 
M. Caillaux with the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer yesterday, to discuss the settlement 
of the War Debts, The Times observes :— 
British policy in the settlement of war debts 
is, or ought to be, well known. It has never 

n a British thesis that the parts played 
by the Allies in defending themselves from 
German aggression should be computed 
financially, and that the efforts each contri- 
buted to a common cause should be tabulated 
in a balance-sheet-of credits and debits. On 
the contrary; the British Government, 
through the mouth of Mr. Churchill, sug- 
gested, shortly after the armistice, that there 
should be cancellation all round. 

The United States, which, owing, perhaps, 
to the relatively short period of their active 
participation, had lent, but not borrowed, 
refused to accept this suggestion, and de- 
manded that shells, guns, munitions, food- 
stuffs, and other goods and services that they 
supplied for use by the more active partners 
in the struggle, should be paid for by them. 
In other words, the United States pays only 
for those shells, guns, and other things that 
were actually fired or consumed by its forces 
during the briefer period in which they 
engaged in the contest. That 
American attitude, the 
Government had: nó choice 
but to repay their debt to America when 
the demand was made. Short-sighted people 
imagine that: we could have refused to meet 
the demand; but refusal would have meant 
a violation of a pledge we had freely given, 
and a loss of credit and prestige which no 
honourable Englishman would, or could con- 
template for an instant. 

Having agreed to the American demand, 
the, British Government modified, but did 
not abandon, their policy of cancellation to 
meet the changed ‘conditions. Thev decided 
that they would ask for no more from their 
ag delitors than,was required to meet 
the British payment to America, and they 
have even included in this calculation the 
British share of German reparations. In 
other words, we ask for nothing for our 
selves; all that we receive will be passed on 
to America, and any surplus that may be 
received will be repaid to the Allied debtors 
on a pro rata basis. 

It is to be hoped, proceeds The T'imes, 
that our French friends will bear these facts 
in mind, The conditions that have put a 
limit to our capacity to give are not of our 
making; they are due partly to the war and 
its after-effects, and partly to divergences of 
views on war debts, which, though they may 
be regretted, must, nevertheless, be recog- 
nised. Of course, none of our debtors can. 
or will, be expected to pay more than is 
within their respective capacities. That is 
a fundamental principle, but upon its inter- 
pretation it is not easy to agree.

SECURITY PACT. 


SUBSTANCE OF FRENCH 
REPLY TO GERMANY. 


From ‘‘ THE Tres’ CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 
The French Ambassador presented the re- 
ply to the German Note on security to the 
German Government, at the Wilhelmstrasse, 
at five o'clock this afternoon. The following 
summary is published in the Press this even- 


ing :— 

The Note, while seeking to dispel German 
misgi ings as to the form of the pact pro- 
posals adopted by France, does not 
materially depart from the French stand- 
oint as hitherto laid down, and essays to 
ai it into harmony with the standpoint 
of the German Government. 

It appeals to the principle of the in- 
violability of existing treaties, to the French 
gurrantee of the Eastern frontiers, and to 
the unconditional entry of Germany into the 
League. It points out, however, that the 
political consequences that might ensue are 
practically negligible and without danger for 
Germany. It is explained thai,ghe peace 
treaties must remain unaltered,jysince the 
Treaty of Versailles confers Spon France, not 
merely rights, but also obligations. 

With regard to the claim of France to 
guarantee Germany's Eastern frontiers, and 
to act, «t the same time, as arbitrator in 
in» event of a possible .disegreement, the 
Note explains in detail that this right of a 
guarantee could not, in the great majority of 
cases, come into force. It would only be- 
come effective when, after a detached ex- 
amination of the circumstances, it had auto- 
matic.lly become plain whe was the actual 
di.turber of the peace. 

The Note proposes to extend the principle 
of arbitration to purely pelitical matters for 
the settlement of every possible source of 
clonflict. 

With regard to Germany's desire to enter 
the League only under the conditions of de- 
finite exemption from the obligations of 
Article 16, the Note refers to the corre- 
sponden’ that has already taken place be- 
tween Germany and the Powers gENBAN GB. to 
i'.s League, and adds that the League alone. 
is competent to decide whether, after join- 
ing, Germany can be exempted from any of 
its Visions.

REMOVED. 


Blockades over a great part of the 
Monaghan-Cavan border, which were erected 
by the Northern authorities between three 
and four years ago to cope with the trouble 
then existing, have now been removed, much 
to the relief of the farmers both in Northern 
and Free State territory. The blockades in 
some parts had entailed a journey of many 
hours, whereas with free roads and bridges a 
few hours was all that was necessary. One 
farmer in the Redhills district frequently 
had to make a journey of eleven hours, where 
four had done previously. 

The old direct roads from Cavan to Clones 
and from Clones to Redhills are now open, 
while large gaps have been made in the huge 
stone blockades near Clones.

Irish representation). The British Council 
will have, subject to an appeal to the English 
Privy Council, extensive rights of interfer- 
ence, inspection and visitation, such as it 
does not possess at present. [ft can with- 
draw recognition at any time-—it has recently 
dons so in the case of a Canadian medical 
school. So, in order to secure admission 
to the Colonial Register, we have not only 
to make — dificult to reconcile with our 
national dignity, but to subject our medical 
schools very completely to the control of an 
“outside authority.’ *’ 

The statement ends:—‘‘Even the most 
convinced supporter of the proposed measure 
must admit that at least a plausible case has 
been made out for caution and delay. Why, 
then, not institute a proper inquiry and take 
evidence? Why not delay this measure for 
some years’ Why not examine all the 
reactions and repercussions on our schools, 
doctors, and» hospitals?! Why all. this 
haste?” 


CENSORSHIP IN SYRIA. 


UNREST GROWING : GARRISON

JERUSALEM, Monday.

ing to the Druse country. 

General Sarrail has released some of the 
Druse chiefs, and Sultan El Atrash, the rebel 
chief, has released seventy-five French 
soldiers, but no further agreement has been 
reached. The French garrison at Sueida 
citadel is still besieged. 

Along the Northern frontier the Turks are 
reported to be agitating the Mohammedans 
living on the French side, and many 
thousands of Armenians in the Aleppo dis- 
trict are reported to be fleeing southwards in 
fear of the Turkish bands. 

News is still being suppressed by the 
French at Beirut, and it is dificult to gauge 
what is really happening. 

The French post at Sueida is receiving 
supplies regularly by aeroplane. 


From Revrer's CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Monday. 

There is no confirmation in French official 
quarters of the high ‘figures of French 
casualties in the Dyebel Druse, as given in 
British telegrams, but General Sarrail appears 
to be keeping the home Government scantily 
informed. feanwhile the Beyrouth Cor- 
respondent of the 7'emps draws attention to 
the unrest in other parts of French Syria, 
ns out that the agitation south-east of 
Alexandretta a fortnight ago was so violent 
as to necessitate the despatch of troops. The 
correspondent says that the incidents are 
sporadic, but are evidence of a disquieting 
state of mind.

Sia,—In his speech yesterday at Kilkenny 
Président’. Cosgrave produced some very 
astonishing figures. He was seeking to estab- 
lish his claim that the trade of Ireland with 
all countries had always shown an adyerse 
balance, and, therefore, that the present posi- 
tion is not abnormal. Let me quote his own 
words. as reported in this morning's Press. 
In “19T2, he á 
trade “was £5,530,000; in 1917: it was 
£14,624,000; in 1918 it was. as. high as 
£26,915,000, and in 1919: it. was £17,556,000. 
Unfortunately, no figures for the total “value 
of the Free State's trade for 1922 or. 1925 
were available. The year 1924 was the first 
complete year for which they had trade figures 
for the Free State. “In that year the excess of 
imports was £17,360,000, which, in view of 
the figures he had quoted, though they referred 
to all Ireland, could not be looked upon as 
abnormal.” 

When I read these figures I could searcely 
credit “my sight. Théy gave results flatly 
opposite to those at which I had arrived. .1 
have now examined the position anew,.and I 
find that President Cosgrave has unhappily 
mistaken the import column for the export 
column, and the export coluian for the import 
column, with the result that the true facts are 
the contrary of his statement. The results 
will be found in the publication to which he, 
no doubt, referred—the ' Reports on the 
Trade in Imports and Exports at Irish Ports '' 
for the years in question. “There are, ap- 
parently, some minor mistakes of subtraction. 
Let these pass, and compare the figures he has 
given with the figures declared in these

_ “The Sport of Kings,” the successful rae- 
ing comedy, was presen at the Gaiet 
Theatre, Dublin, last night, and a lar i 
audience, among whom was more than a fair 
sprinkling of Irish racing folk, enjoyed the 
lun which the author, Ian Hay, has so 
cleverly got into the piece.

ail appertaining to it, but is unmindful of the 
iact that his own children and servants all 
it @ mila way indulge in betting, A couple 
ot paying guests arrive at the house for the 
racing week, and their talk of racing, easy 
money, and so forth ts him to speculate. 
This he does furtively, while still mamtaining 
his apparent contempt for racing. His 
ignorance of betting and the methods «f 
tipsters is abysmal, and he has lost heavily 
before his delimquencies are discovered by his 
butler—the latter apparentiy more severe and 
sanctimonious than his master, but himself 
given to “ backing.” The discovery leads to 
a bold plan, to which the estimable couple 
resort in order to recoup their losses, and the 
failure of the scheme causes developments 
which provoke boisterous mirth. As a side 
line there is a little love-making, but that. 
100, is of an unusual and rather laughable 
kind, fittmg in appropriately with the rest. 

The dialogue abounds in racing jargon and 
catch words. and there is one absurdly funny 
situation which evokes great fon from the 
methods of a bookmaker and his “' clerk.”’

This is set down at 5.8 per thousand 
of the population, and is in striking contrast 
with the highest percentage of a town in the 
Midland counties. which is 32.8. 
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Drainage Rates.— Fergus Drainage Board 
is applying to the Clare County Council to 
take over its duties at once, instead of wait- 
ing for the term of three years to expire, when 
all drainage boards. will automatica!ly pass 
under the control of councils. They claim 
that action is urgent, as they cannot collect 
the drainage rate. Formerly this rate was 
paid by a few landlords. Now it is spread 
over about a thousand tenant purchasers. The 
matter will be considered at the September 
meeting of the County Council. 

Restive Road Workers.—Strikes have 
occurred in two districts of County Clare 
amongst County Council road workers, about 
sixty men being involved. In each case objec- 
tion seems to have been raised against the 
overseer placed in charge. The Finance Com- 
mittee of the County Council have empowered 
the County Surveyor to stop work immediately 
any such objection is raised in future, and to 
remove the steam rollers and stone crushers 
to a district where the men will work in strict 
accordance with the instructions given them. 
In a case in which an Overseer was assaulted 
the two men alleged to have been guilty of 
the assault were dismissed.
